THE  WORKSHOP  FOR  TEACHERS 
IN  THE  ELEMENTARY  GRADES 

Purpose  and  Organization 

The  Workshop  for  Teachers  in  the  Elementary 
Grades  is  planned  for  experienced  teachers  who 
wish  an  opportunity  to  work  on  their  own 
problems  in  teaching,  to  collect  materials,  and 
to  make  plans  for  the  coming  school  year;  or 
for  those  who  feel  the  need  for  the  stimulus  that 
comes  from  working  with  other  teachers  who 
have  problems  similar  to  theirs. 

The  workshop  offers  a  variety  of  experiences 
that  will  help  to  interpret  more  adequately  all 
phases  of  the  total  elementary  school  program. 
Some  of  these  are:  participating  in  "center  of 
interest"  groups,  practicing  democratic  group 
planning,  reading  new  books  in  the  field  of  edu- 
cation, hearing  speakers  who  have  a  special 
contribution  to  make,  taking  field  trips  together, 
learning  from  the  use  of  audio-visual  aids,  solv- 
ing individual  and  group  problems,  and  enjoy- 
ing art,  music,  folk  dancing,  etc.
